Like 
the other two coyotes, it was 
caught by a front leg in a trap 
and quickly dispatched by young 
Schmidt. 

George Labuta, conservation 
agent for Missouri, said stomach 
contents of coyotes killed ingthe 
state are being analyzed to déter- 
mine main sources of the ani- 
mals’ food.

HONG KONG, Nov. 5° (AP)— 
The British navy “feels itself jus- 
tified to take stern and decisive 
action” in aiding any merchant 
vessels that may be attacked by 
Chinese Nationalist aircraft, an 
authoritative source said today. 

This naval source was comment- 
ing on the latest Nationalist warn- 
ing to the British Government 
that Nationalist planes intend to 
bomb merchant ships ‘inside Chi- 
nese territorial waters. 

The reply was the first indica- 


tion that the Royal Navy may be 
planning to escort British vessels 
in Chinese waters. It now escorts 


ships outside Chinese waters. 

The Nationalist threat drew a 
warning from the British Govern- 
ment in London yesterday. Any 
such attack on unarmed merchant 
ships would be regarded as “an 
illegitimate and unfriendly act, 
the British Foreign office said, 

Denial by Nationalists. 

The situation was confused to- 
day when a Nationalist spokesman 
in Chungking denied that the Na- 
tionalist Government had threat- 
ened to bomb British ships in ter- 
ritorial waters off Communist 
areas. 

The naval source here said: 

“While the Royal Navy does 
recognize the Nationalist blockade 
(of Chinese Communist ports) as 
a fact, it does not and has never 
recognized the right of any nation 
to wantonly destroy either lives or 
ships merely because that nation 
discovers ships inside its terri- 
torial waters. 

“If a ship were under attack by 
Nationalist planes and the Royal 
Navy were in a position to give 
that ship assistance, I am confi- 
dent the Royal Navy feels itself 
justified to take stern and deci- 
sive action.” 

British shipping companies here 
generally ignored the latest Na- 
tionalist threat. A check disclosed 
they plan no drastic change in 
their schedules to blockaded North 
China ports. 

New Communist Gains. 

Meanwhile, new Communist ad- 
vances on the distant approaches 
to Chungking deepened the gloom 
of that provisional Nationalist 
capital. There were rumors that 
transfer of the capital to Kun- 
ming, 400 miles southwest, might 
be hastened. 

The Reds captured Patung, on 
the Yangtze river 250 miles north- 
east of Chungking and pressed on 
another 20 miles toward Enshih, 


Chungking. 

In Manila, ferry pilots said eight 
United States B-25 medium bomb- 
ers had been ferried to Formosa 
to join the Nationalist air force. 
They said the Nationalists are 
arming the planes and sending 
them into action in blockading 
Red ports and bombing Commu- 
nist-held cities. 

The pilots said the planes are 
being purchased for cash in the 
United States from individuals and 
companies who bought the bomb- 
ers-from the Air Force as war sur- 
plus.

JUDGE DELAYS 


TO GO HOME UNRESTRICTED 


ON REDS’ PLEA 


Says He Doesn’t See Why ‘They ‘Won't 
Agree Not to Do What They Claimed 
They Never Did.’ 


NEW YORK, Nov. 5 (UP)— 
United States District Judge Wil- 
liam Bondy today postponed un- 
til Monday a decision on the re- 
quest by five ofthe 11 convicted 
Communist leaders now free on 
bail to ba permitted to return to 
theirehomes withotit restriction. 

Judge Bondy said he wanted 
time to study the records of the 
men who were convicted of con- 
spiracy to teach and advocate the 
forceful overthrow. of the United 
States Government. 

The 11 top Communists were 
released on $260,000 bail by the 
United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals this week, but were or- 
dered to remain in this federal 
judicial district. 


Defense attorneys sought court 
permission today for five of the 
men who live outside New York 
to “leave the jurisdiction of 
Southern New York in order to be 
with their families and take care 
of their affairs.” 

United States Attorney Irving 
Saypol asked that the defendants 
be permitted to leave only on con- 
dition that the motion be amended 
to read, “Take care of their per- 
sonal affairs.” 

The defense attorney wanted no 
restrictions. 


Judge’s Comment. 

Judge Bondy at one point. in 
the hour-long hearing today said 
he saw no reason why the de 
fendants should not expect a con- 
dition to be imposed on them 
since they were asking “a favor.” 

Saypol sought to have the order 
read that the five would forfeit 
their bail “if at any time directly 
or indirectly they advocate or 
teach change of our form of gov- 
ernment by force.” 

Judge Bondy commented: “I 
don’t*know why they won't agree 
not to do what they claimed they 
never did.” 

Saypol represented the Govern- 
ment today. The defendants were 
represented by defense attorneys 
Harry Sacher and Abraham J. 
Isserman, (Isserman is a brother 
of Rabbi Ferdinand M. Isserman 
of Temple Israel, 5017 Washington 
boulevard, St. Louis.) 

Suggests Get-Together. 

The judge suggested that both 
sides “tr# to get together on the 
meaning of the word ‘personal ac- 
tivities’” between now and Mon- 
day. 

One of the defense attorneys 
commented after the hearing, 
“Why, if they put such a condi- 
tion on, these men could be ar- 


rested for selling a copy of the 
Daily Worker.” 

Saypol said he was concerned 
about incidents such as the Har- 
lem near-riot which occurred 
Thursday night when a re-election 
campaign “victory” program was 
held for one of the convicted Com- 
unists, Negro Councilman Ben 
Davis, celebrating the release of 
the 11. 

Davis and the other Communist 
leaders were released Thursday 
pending appeal of their conviction 
on charges of conspiring. 

The five who requested that re- 
strictions on their movements be 
lifted were John Gates and Rob- 
ert G. Thompson, residents of the 
borough of Queens; Carl Winter 
of Detroit; Gilbert Green of Chi- 
cago, and Gus Hall of Cleveland. 
Gates and Thompson were allowed 
to go to their homes temporarily 
even though Queens is not in the 
restricted district. 

Davis and Gates also must show 
cause in state Supreme Court 
Monday why they should not be 
barred as felons from voting in 
next Tuesday’s elections.. They 
are the only two New York de- 
fendants who registered. 

Davis Speaks at 5 Rallies. 
Davis spoke at five open-air 
Harlem rallies last night, but po- 
lice reported no recurrence of 
Thursday’s fighting in which six 
patrolmen were injured.

—Cracked plaster was about the 
most serious damage San Diego 
could find today from as heavy an 
earthquake as it has known.

A wide area in southern Cali- 
fornia and adjoining Mexico felt 
the quake at 12:42 p.m. yester- 
day but its force appeared cen- 
tered here and at Tijuana, Mexico, 


16 miles away. 

Brief alarm was widespread and 
many people ran from downtown 
buildings. Women screamed. One 
fainted in the county eourthouse 
and another in a bank here. 

People in Tijuana were reported 
“terrikly scared for a while” by 
the Tijuana telephone exchange 
superintendent. 

There were numerous reports of 
dishes broken and other minor 
damage, 

Water and fish were splashed 
out of fish ponds in the Mission 
Hills section of San Diego. 

There was a light followup 
quake at 8:36 p.m. 

Seismologist Fred Robinson said 
the first shock started with a 
violent upward thrust of the earth 
(indicating nearby origin) and set- 
tled into a rolling motion for 65 
seconds. The followup quake 
lasted 14 seconds. 

Robinson’s records indicated the 
temblor was as strong or stronger 
than one in 1941. There are no 
Major earthquake faults in this 
area and there have been only 
three or four quakes that have 
caused damage in the city’s 
history.

Geese, In and Out of Government 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I read with increasing astonishment 
the explanation of Director Leonard 
Schwartz on the bombing of geese at 
Horseshoe Lake. His first reason—to 
save crops—sounds good, but is it true? 
When these fireworks are used to scare 
the geese off the Government island 
(their supposed feeding ground), where 
do they go? Why, right out into the 
farmers’ cornfields, of course. 


Mr. Schwartz states further that “these 
rockets scatter the geese up and down 
the flyway.” This I doubt. They al- 
Ways seem to come back after the bomb- 
ings. But even if the assertion is true, 
they still must eat, and it is the farm- 
er who feeds them, whether he lives in 
Alexander County, Missouri or wherever. 


This zoning is a most unfair thing to 
the farmer because it is his land that 
the government has zoned. The Gov- 
ernment has a legal right to say wheth- 
er or not a farmer may commercialize, 
but it has no moral right to say that a 
landowner cannot hunt, in season, on 
his own property. 

. » 

Not only is zoning unfair; it imposes 
a direct burden upon the farmer, be- 
cause he is unable to practice crop ro- 
tation in this zone—a measure which 
must be followed if land continues to 
produce. A farmer cannot raise wheat 
or the clovers within a two-mile radius 
around Horseshoe, because the geese 
would destroy every green shoot of 
wheat during the winter; and ditto the 
clover in the spring. Even _if he raises 
a few hogs, he must guard them while 
they eat. 

Wildlife conservation takes some queer 
turns. If a fox catches one sickly chicken 
in central Illinois, whole counties go out 
and try to kill every fox in the country. 
But thousands of geese can plant them- 
selves solidly in a soybean field in Alex- 
ander County, and the farmer is help- 
less to fire a shot. Oh, I suppose he 
could shoot some firecrackers; but—on 
second thought those are prohibited here 
also. 

Why will conservation officials pursue 
a policy after it has proved ineffective 
or has outiived its usefulness? A very 
few.years ago it was decided that the 
geese were being slaughtered at Horse- 
shoé and the flocks annihilated. Now, 
only three years later, there are twice 
as many geese as there ever were; and 
the powers-that-be fear that because of 
the “excessive number, disease will de- 
stroy them!” 

. * . 

I have tried to write this letter from 
the point of view of a farmer, a con- 
servationist, and a hunter—a triangle 
that is seldom found, for most farmers 
are not hunters and some aren’t con- 
gervationists. I write as a farmer, be- 
cause in addition to a small farm on 
Horseshoe, I have a few hundred acres 
in White County—all limed, fenced, and 
using the best known farm practices. 

As a conservationist, I have set out 
22.000 multiflora rose plants; and when 
you learn that 1000 plant about a quar- 
ter of a mile, you realize that five and 
one-half miles of back-breaking work 
has been done. 

My 2000 bi-color lespedeza slips will 
feed several quail this winter, and I 
have gathered seed to plant other plots. 
I have built many small farm ponds and 
last year completed a 40-acre lake. As 
a hunter, I hunt everywhere—north, 
south, east, west—and on my own land, 
not one acre of which has ever been 
posted, but has always been open to any 
and all hunters 

* » - 

With all the bad points 
the wintering of geese at Horseshoe, 
the people there love them, and would 
be lost without them. If you have never 
been to this game refuge, if you have 
never seen the sky blackened nor the 
ground covered with these beautiful 
creatures, vou have missed one of the 
true wonders of nature—a wonder that 
defies description. I often try to tell 
people about it but can’t find words and 
give up saying, “Oh, I can’t describe it. 
You'll just have to go and see for your- 


self.”

As a Deficit Looms 


Congress, authorized very large expenditures 
during the first session, which is unavoidable 
when this country must strengthen its allies, 
mend its own defenses and pay great expenses 
left over from World War II. These harsh neces- 
sities consume most of the federal dollar. But 
Congress also wasted money on such-things as 
the rivers and harbors “pork barrel” bill. It 
wasted even more by not acting on large parts 
of the government reorganization program. And 
these wastes make up a large part of the 512 
billion dollar deficit President Truman expects 
for the current fiscal year. 

The Hoover Commission’s studies are testi- 
mony that the elimination of waste is only well 
begun. Speaking before the New York Herald 
Tribune Forum, Robert L. Johnson, chairman of 
the Citizens’ Committee for Reorganization of 
the Executive Branch, said that one fifth of the 
commission’s proposals have been enacted. It 
will take continued efforts to get this much in 
force, and four fifths of the reforms still await 
congressional approval. 

Arthur S. Flemming. a Hoover commission 
member, praised Secretary Johnson for a lay- 
off of surplus personnel that promises to save 
a half-billion dollars a year. But he also re- 
called that this is only a third of the saving 
attainable in the Defense Department alone. 

The Hoover commission wants to stop waste- 
ful rivers and harbors projects by setting up a 
single construction agency and an impartial 
projects review board. ‘Nothing has happened 
to that recommendation up to now,” Mr. Flem- 
ming said, “because among others the Army En- 
gineers don’t like it. Nothing will happen unless 
our citizens become aroused and demand 
action.” 

Demand action from whom? From Congress, 
certainly, because congressional hostility has re- 
peatedly held back sound reorganization efforts. 
The principal initiative to gain action by Con- 
gress, however, rests with the President. He 
alone has a nation-wide mandate to keep the 
Government in the best financial health. He, 
rather than Congress, which is an arena of divi- 
sion and dispute, is the prime mover for vari- 
ous enlightened welfare measures. Much of this 
program is overdue, but it will be dearly bought 
if it aggravates a budget crisis. The cost does 
not begin to compare with the cost of defense 
and foreign aid, but just the same this program 
will face an intractable Congress unless the 
budget picture becomes brighter. 

In this way, the Hoover commission’s reforms 
make a proper part of the Truman Fair Deal. 
They deserve as much presidential enthusiasm 
as any other part. 
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The 1214-Year Vacation 

A foreman for the Hill Brick Co., of East St. 
Louis, is taking his first vacation in 41 years. 
During all that time he has worked seven days 
a week, except for half a day off in 1914 to get 
married, and another half day in 1945 when his 
wife died. Now, at 68, Carl Graulein is going to 
take a vacation. 

Most people nowadays work five days a week, 
and in 41 years those two days off weekly 
would add up to 11 years. Most vacations run 
two weeks or more, and at two weeks a year 
Mr. Graulein would have a vacation of a year 
and seven months coming. All told, better than 
1212 years of leisure unspent, counting days off 
and vacations too. 

It would be Httle enough time, as A. E. Hous- 


man said of looking at cherry trees in bloom, to- 


look around this big and beautiful America of 
ours for once in a lifetime. It would be not a 
minute too much for a breath of mountain air 
and a noseful of salt turf, for loafing and visit- 
ing along the highways, for taking a trip abroad, 
or for just staying home a whole week or two 
or three and working in your garden. “Slow- 
ness,” says a wise old proverb, “is beauty.” Lei- 
sure is the kind of time in a man’s life that 
proves it. 

So anybody who can’t get worked up about 
the vacation which Mr. Graulein’s employers are 
giving him, to visit relatives in Germany with 
all expenses paid, is hereby forgiven. Mr. 
Graulein will be back well before the 12/2 years 
are up. He’s to have two whole weeks. 
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Campaigning in Minnesota 

Though Mr. Truman spoke in Minnesota, it is 
quite probable that he had a New York audience 
in mind—or even a 1950 national audience. He 
was in the Twin Cities for the ceremonies mark- 
ing Minnesota’s centenary. But instead of a 
ceremonial speech, he made a political one. 

When the President attacked the reactionaries 
and promised that the Eighty-first Congress 
would enact a “good deal more” of his Fair Deal 
program, he might well have been thinking about 
the New York senatorial contest between Her- 
bert Lehman and John Foster Dulles. 

The President was drumming up support for 
his program. He spoke much as he did in the 
closing phase of the presidential campaign. And 
he got much the same kind of response as he 
got then. Mr. Truman himself invited this ob- 
servation. He called attention to his campaign 
appearance in St. Paul. And that differed 
sharply from his Omaha appearance in a half- 
empty auditorium. Obviously, Mr. Truman 
means to make his contribution to the political 
battles ahead in the manner of the last half of 
the 1948 campaign. In fact, he is already doing 
SO. 
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Secret of the Golden Apple 


It’s a long way from Atalanta, daughter of 
Jasius, king of Arcadia, to,a woman working in 
a factory in the United States of America, but 
maybe not as long as some people think. The 
Public Health Service reports that at the factory 
in question women workers were having acci- 
dents in dashing for the stairs at quitting time. 
“Be Careful’ signs on the landings did nothing 
to slow up the rush. Finally the company put a 
full-length mirror on each landing, in the belief 
that no woman could pass by without pausing 
for a look at herself. They paused all right, 
and accidents were reduced. 

The incident helps us understand something 
that had been bothering us about the old Grec- 
ian myth of Atalanta and the golden apples. 
Atalanta, you remember, would marry no one 
but the suitor who should outrun her in a foot 
race, and the penalty for defeat was death. Now, 
Atalanta could run very fast, even though she 
was not knocking off work for the day. Hip- 
pomenes fell in love with her, and prayed 
Venus to help him win her, From her tree with 
the yellow leaves and the yellow branches on 
her island of Cyprus, Venus sent him three 
golden apples. As he raced with Atalanta, Hip- 
pomenes threw the glittering fruit before her 


one by one, slowing her down, to such good ef- . 


fect that he won the race. 
What has had us worried all along is why 


a 
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Atalanta would stop, not once but three times, 
to pick up nothing better than a golden apple 
from the yellow tree of the Goddess of Love. 
At last we think the United States Public Health 
Service has given us the clue. They weren't 
just ordinary golden apples from a goddess— 
they were shiny golden apples, polished bright, 
so bright that they were tiny tawny mirrors, and 
in each of them Atalanta saw her own lovely 
face. Whether it’s an 18-karat Winesap or a 
lifesize mirror on the landing, the effect, we 
guess, is the same, the daughter of King Iasius 
and Molly Smith, of Machine No. 18, being sis- 
ters under their skins. 
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The Choice in the County 


Luman F. Matthews has proposed that St. 
Louis county abolish the County Court, of which 
he is Presiding Judge. This may seem plausible 
and even surprising. But in detail Judge 
Matthews’ proposal is highly circuitous. 

The county’s highest administrative officer 
pays homage to the principle of separation of 
legislative and executive power. But he opposes 
any plan for a county manager, as recommended 
by civic groups. In fact. he objects to a single 
executive officer, whether elected or appointed, 
though this is common practice in federal, state 
and most local governments. 

To replace the County Court, Judge Matthews 
proposes two bodies. One would be a legisla- 
tive commission of possibly seven members. 
The other would be an administrative board of 
supervisors of “at least three members.” 

Under this plan the County Court would not 
really be abolished, It would be multiplied by 
two. In place of three members of the present 
court, there would be at least 10 board members 
of various kinds, adding seven more men to the 
county payroll. Instead of simplifying adminis- 
tration, it would be made more complicated. 

Judge Matthews’ other ideas are at least con- 
sistent with this. He largely opposes a merit 
system, consolidation of the county’s innumer- 
able semi-independent offices, or “any drastic 
change.” In short, he is against about every- 
thing necessary to a good home rule charter, 
except home rule. 

In this respect such testimony is little differ- 
ent from that of other officers who have a stake 
in the obfuscated and obsolete county govern- 
ment. If some of the county job-holders had 
their way, county administration would be even 
less efficient and more obedient to political 
patronage. 

These politicians can wield some _ voting 
strength, and the Charter Commission has a 
hard choice to make. But an issue of funda- 
mental government will not be decided by party 
“regulars.” The final decision is up to the vot- 
ers, and by election time they will know the 
difference between a good charter and a bad 
one. 


Not So Long Ago 

We discover, belatedly, that this is “Know 
Your Automobile Dealer Week,” dutifully pro- 
claimed for Missouri by Gov. Forrest Smith. A 
tribute to changing times, no doubt. We can re- 
member, in the distinct, immediate past, when 
our automobile dealer not only didn’t want to 
know us but positively couldn’t see us. 
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When Citizens Are Villains 

Gov. Smith, expects the opposition to his rural 
road bill to be greatest in the cities, where few 
voters turn out unless national offices or hot 
local issues are involved. So he maneuvers to 
get the referendum into a special election in- 
stead of the general election next November. No- 
body is surprised, because it is an old, old trick 
of politicians to scheme for light or heavy turn- 
outs as the one or the other favors their aims, 
and even to pray for rain or fair weather ac- 
cording to their need. 

There is no objection, certainly, to campaign- 
ers who seek to bring out the heaviest possible 
vote. Their interest happens to coincide with 
the interests of working democracy. But by the 
same token, seekers of light votes attempt to 
use self-seeking minorities to defeat the unde- 
clared will of the majority. And accustomed 
though we have become to this undemocratic 
spectacle, it is rather shocking when one stops 
to think about it. 

Forrest Smith is the producer of the political 
play on the road bill, but he is not its principal 
villain. The exploiters of light votes would quit 
trying unless they continued to find many per- 
sons who can be exploited. _ This fixes primary 
blame where blame belongs—on the apathetic 
citizen who can’t be bothered to go to the polls 
and exercise his first right and duty as a citi- 
zen. 


Eddie’s Mouthful 


Eddie Cantor said a mouthful when he made 
the following remark: “What is there about 
you and me that makes us an Emily Post as a 
host and a heel at the wheel?” He was, of 
course, making the point that a littie courtesy 
by automobile drivers would be helpful in cut- 
ting down accidents. He was also describing 
a strange quirk in American manners. 

Why is it that a kindly and gentle person 
is suddenly transformed when he drives a car? 
When the man ahead does not start instantly 
as the green light comes on, our hero bloops his 
horn and makes remarks about the other fel- 
low’s ancestry. Yet in most cases there is only 
the delay of a second or two. 

Why is it that the driver going along at a 
placid 30 miles an hour in the open country 
suddenly speeds up just because another driver 
decides to pass him? Why does an ordinarily 
nice guy consider it a mortal affront if the 
man behind touches his rear bumper? Often 
this leads to a fist fight for which neither par- 
ticipant is trained: more often, it leads to a 
long mid-street conference and argument while 
other traffic waits. 

There are, to be sure, many stupid, inconsid- 
erate and dangerous drivers roaming the 
streets. But it has yet to be shown, statisti- 
cally or otherwise, that they are eured of their 
faults by forcing them to the curb, beating them 
to intersections or otherwise outdoing them in 
bad road manners. 

Maybe the psychiatrists have the answer to 
the fact that mild citizens forget a lifetime of 
training when they feel a driving wheel in their 
hands. Maybe they were dropped on their 
heads as babies, or maybe they are simply try- 
ing to shed their inferiority complexes. In 
any case, what the nation needs on its crowded 
highways is a little of the old Alphonse-Gaston 
spirit,

For an Effective Charter 


The St. Louis County Charter Commis- 
sion has promised to have a tentative char- 
ter written in the very near future. Sev- 
eral weeks ago, the League of Women Vot- 
ers recommended distinct separation of leg- 
islative and administrative functions with 
a trained executive heading the administra- 
tive branch. For greater economy, it advo- 
cated fewer departments with experienced 
personnel in charge.

The comment of Dr. O. P. J. Falk in the 
letter column regarding the increase in 
cancer due to smoking was very timely. 


News of cancer deaths due to the use of 
tobacco is suppressed by most newspapers 
because tobacco firms spend about $50,- 
000,000 a year in advertising. 

Supporting the opinion of Dr. Falk in 
this matter is a most important document 
issued several years ago by Dr. Raymond 
Pearl of John Hopkins, showing how to- 
bacco shortens life. 

Recently Andrew Salter in “Conditioned 
Reflex Therapy” (Creative Age) has used 
the documented facts. Salter gives the 
following table of average ages at death: 


Non-smokers— — — — — 67.7 years 
Moderate smokers — — — 65.5 years 
Heavy smokers — — — — 57.7 years 


“Notice,” Salter writes, “that while mod- 
erate smokers paid with ‘only’ 2.2 years 
of life, htavy smokers had 10 years less of 
life than non-smokers. 

“Some computations also show: 

“The moderate smoker pays with 12.7 
minutes of life for every cigarette he 
smokes. 

“The heavy smoker pays with 34.6 min- 
utes of life for every cigarette he smokes. 

“The pack-a-day smoker pays with 11% 
hours of life for each pack of cigarettes 
he smokes.” 

Numerous times the American Medical 
Society and medical conventions report on 
the increase in lung cancer due to smok- 
ing but the daily press for the most part 
suppresses the facts.

When these interested — and 
informed—parties read that the 
United Nations talks of turning 
the province back to the Arabs by 
Jan. 1, 1952, they murmur only: 
“Name three.” The kind of edu- 
cated bureaucracy capable of ad- 
ministering even a semi-modern 
state does not exist, they assert; 
the Arabs have still to train it. 


Show Colony in the Dumps. 


For Mussolini's show colony, 
which was to have been Italy’s 
Riviera, is in the dumps. Musso- 
lini spent millions of impoverished 
Italy’s revenues on it. While part 
went for a handsome villa for a 
Mussolini mistress (traveling 
VIPs now rest their heads vhere) 
and a motor racing stadium, much 
solid good was accomplished. 

The modern western facade still 
faces the Mediterranean; 45,000 
Italians still successfully colonize 
the province. Curiously, the Arabs 
never molest Italians—their riots 
are against Jews, British, Amer- 
icans. 

When U.N. experts examined the 
Tripolitanian economic crisis at 
the scene and sought vainly for 
the Arabs who could take and hold 
power, they talked of indepen- 
dence as a matter of 15 years pref- 
erably, if at least. The political 
considerations that prompt pres- 
ent U.N. maneuvers are well un- 
derstood there. 

Hope remains that it is fully 
realized at U.N. that the Arabs 
must have a good deal of help, 
that they can’t do the job without 
it. It is believed here that help 
proffered will be welcomed by the 
Arabs but it must include our 
money, civil brains and know-how 
—— patience and fortitude as 
well, 


For a minimum of expenditure, 
officials in Tripoli say, America 
can reap an important harvest of 
good will in the Arab world, once 
technica] independence is granted 
and the stigma of colonialism re- 
moved. There can be no mistake: 
No matter how backward the part 
of the world, colunialism is now 
a fighting word. 


Adverse Trade Balance. 

With their limited funds and 
temporary status the British are 
maintaining reasonable’ order. 
American children from the air 
base go to British schools in Tri- 
poli, paying~a small charge for 
the privilege. But the adverse 
balance of trade remains and only 
capital investment, some subsidies 
and skilled planning can start the 
production cycle. It is remarked 
that the Jews, who have lived 
there 500 years, on the whole suc- 
cessfully, are leaving for economic 
reasons. 

The difficulty of running an im- 
portant air base amid Tripoli’s 
tension and insecurity is self-evi- 
dent. Completed near the war's 
end, the base (Wheelus Field) was 
first abandoned, then put back in 
use last year. It is only now be- 
ginning to take the kind of shape 
for living to which Americans 
abroad are entitled in peacetime; 
a very great deal more must be 
done if a dangerous problem of 
morale is not to arise. 


Bermuda Ex-Chief Justice Dies. 

DUBLIN, Nov. 5 (AP) — The 
death of Sir Orme Rowan-Hamil- 
ton, former chief justice of Ber- 
muda, was announced today. He 
was 72 years old.

Leon Fleisher, a young Amer- 
ican pianist made his first ap- 
pearance in St. Louis yesterday 
afternoon at Kiel Auditorium when 
he played the Brahms D Minor 
Concerto with the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra under Vladimir 
Golschmann, Mr. Fieisher’s per- 
formance was flanked by the 
Vitali Chaconne in a transcrip- 
tion by Vlaude Levy, Virgil Thom- 
son’s “Louisiana Story,” and Res- 
Pighi’s “Fountains of Rome.” 

In the past the Brahms Con- 
certo has proved something of a 
mMantrap. It was a flat failu~e at 
its first performance (with the 
composer at the piano) and that 
wasn't the last time. But though 
it is burdened with frequent 
melodic angularity, long stretches 
of dry, dirty-gray orchestration 
and awkward jointures, it is also 
driven by a hard nobility of pur- 
pose which often breaks through 
into passages of broad, moving 
eloquence. 

Mr. Fleisher took the _ good 
with the bad and by making the 
most of the former turned out a 
performance that had power, free- 
dom and a considerable measure 
of poetic beauty. In achieving free- 
dom the pianist did a certain in- 
jury to the line of continuity. His 
statement of the second subject 
was slower than it had to be but 
it also achieved, in the process, 
& gain in breadth and elevation. 
And at numerous other times he 
made it clear that graceful, de- 
tailed modelling was more import- 
ant to him than over-all momen- 
tum. It was a choice, however, that 
was forced. upon him by the na- 
ture of the music. 

The second movement, with its 
Chopinesque allusions, was treated 
thoughtfully and tenderly.

population. 

Bag About 150 Ducks. 
Even though the waterfow! coyly 
stuck to the refuge more closely 
than expected, 65 hunters who 
were checked out by Illinois con- 
servation agents reported a bag 
of about 150 ducks and several 
Canadian geese. Many gunners 
got their quota of four ducks in 
the three-hour and 53-minute 
shooting permitted under opening- 
day regulations, and — as Klaas 
called the turn—the average was 
about two and one-half per hunter. 
“If there hadn’t been too much 
high-shooting, all of them prob- 
ably would have got the quota,” 
the veteran river man observed, 
adding with a twinkle in his eye, 
“They’re nervous, though, a bit 
trigger-happy as usual on opening 
day, and the way they’ve mis- 
judged distances, some of ‘em 
could have used spring training 
to get their shooting eye.” 
Klaas, conducting a late-after- 
noon tour through the man-made 
sloughs and backwater from the 
Illinois bluff, led a tiptoeing re- 
porter onto Turner’s Island, larg- 
est of several that fringe the river 
channel. 

Squatting in brush a safe dis- 
tance from an unproductive blind, 
Klaas watched three potential 
roasted ducks circle low in a flight 
that seemed destined to end on a 
housewife’s finest china instead 
of the refuge on the _ eastern 
shore. But the river man, cock- 
ing an ear to a hunter’s artificial 
call, frowned even before the three 
ducks shied away, gaining altitude 
and safety. 

“That was a scare call,” he said, 
shaking nis head. “That fella 
hasn't got any ducks, and he won’t 
get any that way, but he’s had a 
healthy day outdoors.”

Because the shooting lands are 
owned by the government, build- 
ers of the blinds have no actual 
priority to their handiwork, which 
is available on a first-come first- 
served basis. But to discourage 
too many blinds—they must be 
at least 200 yards apart—natives 
of Calhoun, rolling apple country 
that extends as a peninsula be- 
tween the Illinois river and the 
Mississippi, have agreed to clear 
out as soon as they get their 
quota. Possession limit on ducks 
is eight, and the state agents keep 
a close check. 

“We need all the co-operation 
we can get,” explained Bill Ma- 
loney, publicity director of the 
Illinois 
“because out of 10 public shooting 
areas, including three that are 
state-owned, we've had 85,000 ap- 
plications to hunt on a permit 
basis. And we can accommodate 
only 20,000.” 

The total includes Missouri men 
who prefer to pay the out-of-state 
fee to shoot from the Illinois side, 
though the Missouri license will 
do provided the gunner stays two 
feet from the [Illinois shore. 
Islands are posted as under either 
Missouri or Illinois control, Ma- 
loney said. The agreement is 
reciprocal. =

3 ABOARD PLANE KILLED 
IN CRASH AT ARRON 


Cargo Craft Trying for In- 
strument Landing at Night 
in Rain and Snow. 


AKRON 0O., Nov. 5 (AP) — A 
twin-engine cargo plane crashed 
in a woods on the edge of the 
Akron-Canton airport last night 
killing three Cleveland men. 

The three were identified as: 
James R. (Bud) Harrington, 45, 
operator of Harrington, Inc. 
Cleveland air service and former 


manager of the Mansfield (O.) 
municipal airport. John E. Frank- 
lin, 26, Olmsted Falls, chief pilot 
for Harrington, Inc. Robert S. 
Yarano, 27, Cleveland, a Harring- 
ton mechanic. 

Officials began an investigation 
today to determine whether en- 
gine trouble or bad weather was 
responsible for the crash. The 
DC-3 was trying for an instrument 
landing in rain and snow at about 
9:30 o'clock when the plane came 
down, 

An official at the airport said 
the weather “more than likely” 
caused the crash. He said the 
ceiling was only about 600 feet at 
the time. 

Russell Girt, on whose farm the 
eargo plane crashed, told Summit 
county sheriff's deputies he heard 
one engine misfiring and that the 
other engine seemed dead. The 
plane was returning from Phila- 
delphia with a cargo of radio 
parts. 

One wing of the plane was 
hurled about 50 yards from the 
wreckage. The body of one vic- 
tim was found on the other wing 
and the other two victims were 
underneath the plane wreckage. 
Harrington, active in aviation 
for 23 years, had nearly 5000 
hours of flying time. During the 
war he was a Civil Air Force 
Patrol group commander.

R. H. faces a tragic choice. “One year ago my wife 
Mp aivoreea me,” he relates. “We have one child, a boy now 

seven years old, She is the kind of a mother you 
have described, Dr. Popenoe—one who has no use for a 
husband after he has served what she supposed is his only 
purpose, in «giving her a child. She was determined to bring up 
the child alone and crowded me out of the picture more and 
more, having a tantrum if I tried to do anything for my boy, 
even so much as to take him on a walk around the block. 

“She did her best to turn him against me. Finally she 
divorced me, as I say—no grounds for it, but in our state any- 
body can get a livorce who wants one. She was, naturally 
given custody of the child, for whose support I am paying and 
I was given the right to have him with me on weekends.

“IN THE YEARS since our divorce, I have not had him for 
one weekend. She prevents me from seeing him. She will tell me 
he is sick, or anything else that comes into her mind. She 
informs me calmly that she does not dare to let him be with me 
because she thinks I would kill him in order to be relieved from 
having to make any more payments for his support. She is try- 
ing to build up in the boy such a fear of me that he will not go 
near me. The only way I can enforce my legal right to have 
him on weekends is to go to the house with a deputy sheriff. 

“There’s my problem. During the next six or seven years 
my boy will be at an age when every boy particularly needs a 
father. I beliews he would like to be with me if he were not so 
afraid of his mother. I can’t get him without court proceedings 
which would do him, I think, a great deal of harm.

HE airplane accident in Wash- 
T ington the other day when 55

that linger in your memory? 
Maybe one is tawny, light tex- 
tured, just-off-the-griddle buck- 
wheat cakes enhanced liberally 
with maple syrup and fragrant, 
brown pork sausages. 

We're thankful nothing hinders 
any homemaker from serving this 
delightful trio. If she is an old 
experienced cook who. learned to 
make buckwheat cakes from 
scratch, she doesn’t mind setting 
the yeast batter the night before 
and finding just the right place 
for it to do its best fermentive 
work. % 

The makings. of these cakes 
are at a nearby grocery. Good 
plain buckwheat flour is avail- 
able in as small quantities as 2- 
pounc. packages costing around 
35 cents. 

The young modern woman who 
knows very little about cooking 
but who is awfully smart about 
understanding directions and put- 
ting them to work can also serve 
the same pancake combination 
very successfully. She can buy 
packaged buckwheat cake mix. 
All she has to do is to stir in the 
liquid (and it’s wise to add some 
melted shortening) and fry the 
cakes. Fortunately, there is prac- 
tically no difference in the cost 
of these two types of cakes. 

The most atiractive sausages to 
serve with buckwheat are the 
little pork links. They .oo need 
care in cooking to be attractive. 
They must be cooked well done 
and to an appetizing brown and 
if possible cooked so the casings 
do not burst. If you buy the pan- 
cake mix, follow the recipe on 
the package. If you want the 
old-time yeast batter kind, the 
recipe below will help you to bake 
good cakes. 3 

Buckwheat Pancakes. 

One package dry granular yeast 
or one cake compressed yeast, 
four cups lukewarm water, one- 
fourth cup cornmeal, four cups 
sifted buckwheat flour, one cup 
sifted all-purpose flour, one egg, 
beaten; one teaspoon baking pow- 


der, one teaspoon soda, one and. 


one-half teaspoons salt, two table- 
spoons sugar, two tablespoons mo- 
lasses, one-third cup milk. 

Soften yeast in lukewarm water. 
Let stand 10 minutes. Add corn- 
meal and flours and beat well. 
Let stand in a warm place (86 de- 
grees F.) overnight. In the morn- 
ing add the remaining ingredients. 
Add more soda if batter is too 
sour, and additional milk if batter 
needs thinning. Bake on a mod- 
erately hot (300 degrees F.) 
greased griddle, turning each one 
once during the baking. Makes 
three dozen five-inch pancakes 


Most users of buckwheat cakes 


will serve them every morning 
over a period of several days. 
This is done as~follows: Use one 
cupful of the batter as a starter 
for the next morning’s batch of 
pancakes. The batter is used in 
place of the yeast and added to 
the same amount of water, corn- 
meal and flour as specified in the 
recipe. Beat well and let stand 
overnight. In the morning, add 
remaining ingredients, mix, bake 
as before. A cupful of batter on 
second morning may be used as a 
starter for next morning’s batch 
of pancakes,

After long but fruit- 
less cogitation, West tossed out 
the six of clubs. Declarer natural- 
ly let this come up to his own 
queen, and was pleased to win 
with that card.

How It Started

‘To Kiss the Rod.’ 

HE reader’ who inquires for 

the origin of this old saying 

characterizes it as another 
version of “turn the other cheek.” 
However, while both phrases de- 
note meekness and submission, 
turning the other cheek is an act 
after the event, while “to* kiss the 
rod” alludes to something prelimi- 
nary—in the light of its origin. 

The reference is to the old cus- 
tom of forcing children to kiss 
the rod with which they were 
about to be chastised. Already in 
Elizabethan times this expression 
was given figurative usage. Thus 
in Shakespeare (Two Gentlemen 
of Verona, I, ii): 

“Foolish love 
That like a testy babe, will 
scratch the nurse, 
And presently all humbled kiss 
the rod.” 

And a year later, in Richard II: 
“Wilt thou, pupil-like, 

Take thy correction mildly, kiss 
the rod.” ’ 

Preceding Shakespeare by al- 
most 10 years, Sir Philip Sidney, 
in his “Arcadia,” used the words 
altogether as metaphor, quite in 
the modern way: 

“Yet he durst not but kiss his 
fod and gladly make much of his 
entertainment.” 

But all this is stili about 300 
years late in the saying’s record- 
ed history. Actually it is French 
in origin, and appeared first in a 
series of fables collected in 
France under the title, “Roman 
de Renart,” to become known in 
England as the “History of Rey- 
nard the Fox.” It dates back to 
about 1200. In 1481 Caxton printed 


the first English version. 
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“Mr. Bulwinkle will now teach you the subtle, ingenious 
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
